The intention clear 
ly is to take from tho sealer all tliat is 
valuable and to leave her ill a position 
that makes it unsafe for hor to 
eoiitiiino her voyage. For a 
ship at Kca without papers is 
ill a most precarious position. The 
commander of (he Rush knows that then 
are very few inastors of nritish sliips 
who, knowing that the seizure is wholl> 
unjiistifiahlo, will he so simple as to 
follow his ilireotiniis fora moiiuint Imign 
than the eruisor he ooinuiaiids is In 
sight. Thu "prize erew" in coni])lelely 
helpless. N'l.'iy likely he knows noth- 
ing whatever of navigation, and he ih 
not in a position to assert the authority 
of the Govei'iinioiit of tho United States 
if tilt! Hcalur's skipper chooses to disre- 
gard it. So far from being able to eii 
force the authority with whieli he i.- 
BUjiliosed to ho eliitlieil, ho i.s altogolhei 
ut tlioiiiurcyof theciewof which tinuoiii 
iiiaiulor Ims placed lilin lu ohnrgo. He i-^ 
(le])undmitoii their kindiiossniid their hii 
inanity for his very u.xisloiico.

The divorce laws of the United States 
sometimes lend themselves to the most 
unmitigated rascality. A llagraiit in- 
stance of this took place in tho State ot 
Xew York lately. SherifT Flack is one 
of the bold, bad iiieii who attain proiii- 
ineiioe in that Stale. Flack was mar- 
ried to a good woman wl\o was a faith- 
ful wife to him while he was an obscure 
man working hard to gain a bare living. 
When Fluck became an othce-holder and 
grew rich ho became tired of the 
wife of his youth and kept a 
iiiiall oss. 'I'liis did nol eimtent him, lie 
wanlod to gel rid of the lionesl woman 
wliii had spent her youth toiling for 
him, and he urged her to get a divorce. 
Hut she refused to do tliis. She was 
determined that she would not volun- 
tarily ile|)rivc herself of the title of 
wife. Then Flack hit upon a most in- 
genious sclienie to .sliake oil' tlie wife 
who would not repudiate him, unworthy 
as he was. He actually inatitulod pio- 
ceeduii(8 against himself in the di- 
vorce court. She was made plain- 
lifT in tho case without her knowledge 
or consent. Singular as it may appear, 
tlie suit, thus inslitiiled, was carried 
through the court and tlie plaintilT ob- 
tained tho decree that she was sup- 
posed to ask for. And one fine day 
-Mrs. Flack found herself a divorced 
wife. Tho woman who was thus cheat- 
ed and tricked by the law which sliould 
liave boon her ])rotectioii, was imlij;naiil, 
and refiKsed to submit to the fraud 
that had been perpetrated upon her. 
She made her cose public. The 
newspapers told the whole shameful 
story, and the public aympathisod 
with the doubly wronged woman. 
-An investigation was deinaiided. 
'I'lie eoiis[)iracy lo lU'iirivo the wife of 
her legal rights was exposed. One of 
ilio lirst results of the exposure was the 
deiiosition of Flack, who had been 
( Jrnud Sachem of Tammany Hall. Pub 
lie opinion compelled him to resign that 
|iiisilion, though lu^ still continued t 
liobl Ills otlioo of Slieriir. The judg 
before whom the case had hi.en tried 
ordered fresh proceedings, and the de- 
cree of divorce so iniijuitously obtained 
was auuulleiL But it does not appear 
that the officers of the court who aided 
Klack in getting his divorce were 
iniiiishod for taking jiart in the wiekeil 
.111(1 cowardly c(iiis[)iracy. It is said that 
tlii.s jdot, in which the most abominabl 
wickedness M-as for the moment tri- 
umphant, will have the effect of bring- 
ing about a reform in the divorce laws 
of tlie .State of New York.

If you comt upon a Kniiul piUi of build, iij,'s 
you may bo nssurod that they arc liniiidy 
warohousos; if you soo nii unuaiuilly liiiu 
bouso it is cortaiii to bo tho rusidi.'iu'i' (if a 
brandy niorchiint; the vci'y atui().-,|pli ro is 
^aturatL•d with it. Its dcpoHits havo im- 
jiartL'd a uewiispoct to every bit of niasonry 
its fumes cau reach, iind it is luipossildo to 
giya a descripllou of Cognac without souie 
account of tliat comnierco upon which its 
very exiHteuoo dupoiuis. 

Allhniitjh distillation was uiidorstood by 
tho Arabian alclieniists couturios bofor.- a 
Fi'oiii-li physician and alchenust, Ariiauld 
do Villc'iieuvo, who diud in l.'liVl, apiicars lo 
have bLH'ii tlio first who distilled tlio I'aiiinus 
niiua viUu, which the discoverer proi-lam.cd 
10 bo a i)auacea for every ill that llesli is 
heir to. "This water of life," he wrolc, 
"is tho water of immortality, sir;co 
it lengthens our days, dissipates sui- 
healtny humors, cheers the heart, 
and pioloags youth." Such i)iai>es 
were considered by no means extravaj,'ant 
in that U(^e, ami the extraordinary virtues 
ot' aqua vitie wore universally believed; it 
".as used, however, rather as a niudiciiio 
i v ecu-dial tliau a bevcarge. In 1.5f.O it was 
riven nut to the lUingariau miners an a 
j-'-nic'dy a^'ain si tljO ciihl, unuiioiesonie air 
of tlie mines, and twenty .vears afterwaril 
tlie lOiiglish army m Flanders was provided 
with it as a protective against tho damp of 
the climate. That it was used in thiscotin- 
Iry in Sliake.sppare's time is proved by tlie 
nurse in "Romeo and Juliet" cxclaiiiiing : 
"Uivo mo some aqua vitas!" Naiilea seems 
to havo been the earliest scat of tho trade; 
thence it was snuiprglcd across tho biiy of 
liiscay to our southern coast. In old plays 
liraiuly is frequently Hiiol;en of "as 
"Nantes." As early as KiSO, however, 
there wero flvo or six brandy lirii.s estab- 
lished ill the little town on tho banks of tho 
Charoiito, and ono of tlieso, tlio house of 
Ancior Froros, still exists. In tho reign of 
Louis XVI. the cau-flo-vio of Cognac was 
considered to ba tho bost, but ovon in ITTU 
its merchants numbered only ton and in 
ISUO they dill not exooed sixteen. During 
tho next twenty years, however, the total 
loiiped to 1(M, and inl877 It further rose to 
134; since then there has been a decrease in 
' consequence of the repeated failures of tho 
vintages. 

Very little brandy Is distiUed in Cognac, 
tlio operation being chiefly conductedon the 
brandy farms inthedistrict where tho grape 
Is grown. The brandy grape, ■which vi ry 
nmch resembles tho champagne, is asinali, 
whlfo berry, the juico of which pi evious to 
distillution tastes liko very bad, sour cider. 
The farmers, as a rule, keep tlio spirit sev- 
oriil years before offering it for sale; it is 
then purchased by the Cognac m< i elianis. 
When brought Into the wareiionses its 
strength is about twenty over proof; this is 
reduced by adding a certain proportion of 
distilled water. Different vintages are 
mingled in huge vats, which sometimes 
stand in an upper part of tho building, and 
arc kept constantly stirred to blend the lla- 
vors and a preparation of burned siigiir is 
added for coloring. It is then lillered 
through a peculiar kind of paper jnilp iiml 
liows into vals on a lower level, in uiiicli it 
remains from live to twenty and eveullni ty 
years to mature. From tnese i-eceptacles it 
is drawn oft into casks for boltliug or for 
ex\)ortalion. 

Tho premises of some of the principal 
brandy iiiercliantH are of enormous extent, 
tho largest and most elal)Oi-ato being lilted 
■with all the lu^.vest ai'.plium-i's, winch cover 
Boveral acres of ground. Tlie operations of 
tho trade require largo space. To give some 
idea of Iheso wo may state that the blend- 
ing departraont, ouoo the crypt of tho men- 
astry, contains eighty vats, each of tho ca- 
pacity of sixty hogsheads, and in tho tlour- 
ishing days of tho trade this bouse has sent 
out in a single yetir as nnuiy as 0,(XKI,('*'0 bot- 
tles, besides casks. When weconsider that 
there is another iirmin the town whoso busi- 
ness is equallylargc, andsevorul that very 
nearly approach it, to say nothing of a hun- 
dred others which havo more or less exten- 
sive tninsactiuns, soiiio conception may 
bo formed of the importance and ouoruious 
capital emtiarlced in this branch of com- 
merce. 

But brandy is rapidly becottiing a thing 
of the past, thanks to a tiny insect whose 
ravages have been as terrible to this part 
ot the country as was the plague of locusts 
to Egyin. It was in 1865 that the phyl- 
loxera llrst appeared in France In the val- 
ley of the lihoue; by tho close of 18el it 
hod extended throughout the south, south- 
east and southwest, from Lyons to I!or- 
deaux. Only eleven years ago tho cognac 
district had about 00,000 acres planted ■\villi 
vines; of these nearly 8,000 havo bixm 
utterly destroyed, and over 20.000 seriously 
injured; since then three-fourths of tlie 
area havo been di^sulated and the remain- 
der much aifeeted, and the opinion of the 
leading uiereliaiit s is that the cliaiiees are 
that in another gi'iierat inn tlie true eau lio- 
vio will be a liquor iuirouvable. Home at- 
tempt IS being mnde nl replantmg the 
vineyards, though, in most cases, the jiest 
reappears upon the young shouts, and here 
and tlierii experiments are being made w . Ai 
American vines, which are Siiid 10 bo piiyl- 
loxera proof, but tho prospects of cognac 
can scarcely bo said to be improved to any 
great cxlont. 

In tho meantime, the effi'ct of this state 
of affairs is everywhere visilile. Tin; pre- 
cincts of tho ancient convent, in which a 
famed firm of braiuly-nmkers have t'ai.en 
up their quarters for the last huml>e<l 
years and more, aro ns quiet and drowsy as 
though they were still the home of tho fol- 
lowers of Bt. Francis.
